Ruled Illegal 


WASHINGTON ( U P ) ' — The Su- 
preme Court todi'y upheld 
the 


constitutionality of the federal laWf 
that bui's sending, obscene mater- 
ial through the mail. 


Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 


speaking for the court majority, 
said "obscenity is not .expression 
protected by the First Amend- 
ment" guaranteeing freedom 
of 


the press. ... 


At. the same time, ''the "court up- 


held the validity of a California 
statute 
enact'ed in 1870 which 


makes it a crime to write, adver- 
tise, or distribute indecent liters- 
Hire. 


In a separate set of opinions, the 


court also upheld, 5 to 4, a New 
York law which allows a court to 
bar distribution of obscene printed 


The court division on the obsce- 


nity law wa's 6 to 3 in the federal 
fuse. It was- 7 to 2 in the Califor- 
nia case.

Justices Huso L. Black and Wil- 


li.fhv O. Douglas dissented- in 'both r 
instances. Justice John M. Harlan»> 
dissented in the federal case but 
concurred in the California case. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren con- 


curred in the result. He wrote 
o separate opinion. 


The federal law fixes a $5,000 


fine, a five-year .jail sentence, or 
both for mailing "obscene, lewd, 
lascivious or filthy publications."
